Why would H not be a good thing for tbe 


Beputillcan township central committee 
to adopt tto plan at tbe coming primaries 
and convention of prorating the delegates 
to tbe convention; according to the vote 
received, by the candidate. Two plans 
tave been tried neither of which Is exact- 
ly satisfactory. These plans are: Flret, 
that the candidate before tbe primaries re- 
eeivlng the highest number of votes in 
the preotaot whether that number Is a 
plurality or a majority gets the entire 
vote of tbe delegation "!o the convention 
ftomthat preolnot; second, that the can- 
didate receiving a majority or a plurality 
of the total vote cast in all the prlnclncts 
gets the nomination without the action of 


I objectionable than 


the iieoond for the reason that it preserves 
tbe Identity of the precincts and the con- 
vention while the second plan In effect 
does away with the identity of both the 
precinct and the convention. 


Tbe objections to the first plan are 


about as follows: When more than two 
candidates are before the primaries for the 
game offloe one of the candidates Is likely 
to get all tbe delegates when be has not 
come near, carrying tho precincts. For 
example: A B C and D are candidates 
tat the same office and A gets 60 votes, B 
49 voles, C 48 votes, and D 47 votes. A 
gets all the delegates while be only re- 
ceived 53 votes to 14* cast against him. 
This possibility always offers Inducements 
to tricksters to multiply candidates In or- 
der to run a weak man, of their own 
choosing In on a plurality. 
While this is 


true B might get the advantage in some 
other precinct and C in another. In this 
way this objection Is partially remedied 
by preserving tbe precinct Identity. 


Tbe objections to the second plan are 


that a single precinct by unfair means 
might decide the fate of tbe ticket »s the 
precinct Identity Is destroyed and the oon- 
rention i* left without power to correct 
any fraud that might be committed In a 
precinct. Then again In a worse form 
there arises the objection that In case of 
a multitude of candidates there is danger 
of an exceedingly weak man being-om- 
inated by a plurality far below a majority 
by working a little crookedness in a sin- 
gle precinct. 


Thraeare a'fuw, only, of tbe more essen- 


tial objections to these plans. Tbe pro- 
rating of delegates obviates all these ob- 
jections, because, to the first plan .pointed

Down in the steaming tropical for- 


ests of the Guianas, in South America, 
where the climate during the rainy 
season resembles a Turkish bath, there 
abounds what is probably the most 
wonderful spicier in the world. It is the 
great bird spider, the "Mygale avicu- 
laria," which catches and kills not 
only birds, but lizards, other small rep- 
tiles and even, young chickens. The na- 
tives who inhabit those gloomy equa- 
torial solitudes are accustomed from 
the hour of their birth to all sorts of 
horrible and deadly insects, but none of 
them—not even the tarantula or centi- 
pede—is so dreaded as the terrible sea 
spider, the tiger of its tribe. It builds 
its nest in the trees, and there it lies 
in wait, just as the house spider does 
for flies, leaping upon its victims like 
a fierce and savage beast. An English 
naturalist who recently returned from 
a long sojourn in the forests of Guiana 
relates some interesting personal ex- 
periences with this dreaded insect. 


"In my excursions into the woods," 


says this gentleman, "I used to pass an 
old tree, the trunk of which was slight- 
y hollowed. Beneath the overhanging 
bark a,bove the hollow a family of bata 
had affixed themselves, six of them, 
hanging by their toes, noses downward. 
They always clung in the form of a tri- 
angle, three bats in the upper row, 
then a row of two, a single bat at the 
bottom.

day I missed the lowermost one, 


but the next day his place had been sup- 
plied. 
The following day two were 


gone, and when I inquired of my negro 
guide the reason and manner of his 
taking off he informed me that prob- 
ably a bird spider had captured him.

Buller has been a prominent figure in 
the fights of the English against the 
savages whose-territory has been Sn- 
roJed by the British.
